AN OHIO EXPERIMENT. 


(Pittsburg Dispatch.) 


The supreme court, of Ohio has sus- 


tained as valid and constitutional the 
non-partisan judiciary ballot law of tb.st 
state. 
Ohio, we believe, is the first 


state to inaugurate this principle, which 
plates the judiciary candidates upon a 
separate ballot without party designa- 
tion!?.

When Heck moved from the neighbor- 
hood to 5120 East Twenty-ninth street 
she learned he had cooped the chickens 
and taken them with him. 


Heck coutends that it was feeding in 


his yard that, sustained the chickens and 
that, inasmuch as it is now impossible 
to separate that part of the fowls for- 
merly listed in the abstract office, he 
.has a controlling interest in the chick- 
ens. Mrs. Brill says feed doesn't make 
feathers and that much, at least, is hers; 
that the hide goes with the feathers 
so she has the greater claim. Heck is 
willing to give her the feathers, but 
Mrs. Brill insists on having the fowls 
in their original state. He will' defenc 
his equity. 


The free legal aid bureau has taken 


Mrs. Brill's case under advisement.
